M R ' J E F F E R S O N ’S P R O T E S T . 
t he editor of the Richmond Enquirer has obtained 
from Thomas Jefferson Randolph, Esq. the subjoined 
copy of an opinion and protest prepared by his grand­ 
father, (while Secretary of State,) for Président Wash­ 
ington. 
M r Randolph, in his letter communicating 
them, says :—

is expedient, &c., &c., itom whence an 
implication 
arises, that in their opinion they 
might have decided 
that no such appointments were expedient. 
After mature consideration and consultation, I am of 
opinion that the constitution has made the President sole 
competent judge to w hat places circumstances should 
render it expedient that ambassadors, or other public 
ministers, should lie sent, and of what grade they should 
he: 
And, that it has ascribed to the Somite in»* Execu­ 
tive act, but the single one of giving or withholding their 
Consent to tho person nominated. 
I think it my duty, therefore, to protest, and I do 
protest, against the validity of any resolutions of the 
Senate asserting or implying any right in that 
ilouso 
to exercise any Executive authority hut the single one 
before mentioned. 
It is scarcely necessary to add, that nothing herein i 
meant to question their right to concur in making treat 
les— this question being considered not as a breach of 
executive, hut of legislative power, placed by the con­ 
stitution under peculiar modifications.

An adjustment of the difficulties between the Presi­ 
dent and the Senate by some tacit understanding, prob­ 
ably prevented the sending of the protest.

not delivered upon any consideration of a want of con­ 
stitutional right in the President to defend the Executive 
authority from the encroachment» of the Senate 
is 
made manifest by the approbation given to the contem­ 
plated proceeding* by Mr Jefferson himself, twenty-five 
years after the event.

If the Executive Department were not competent to 
speak of the aggression of that body, which participates 
m a share of its power, when transcending it, the con­ 
sequence follows that the Senate might clam , every 
thing, and the President could deny nothing. W ho ever 
supposed, until the Senate imposed the gag-law, that 
one department was obliged to submit to the usurpations 
of another, without daring to assert its l ights, however 
temperately. 
(OPINION.) 
The Constitution having declared that the President 
shall nominate, and by and with the advice and consent 
o f the Senate shall appoint ambassadors, other public 
ministers, and consuls, the President desires my opin­ 
ion, whether the »Senate has a right to negative the 
grade he nmy think it expedient to use in a foreign 
mission, as well as the person to be appointed to fill 
that grade. 


1 t^ ink the Senate has no right to negative the grade. 
1 he onstitution has divided the powers of government 
into three branches, Legislative, Executive, and Ju­ 
diciary, lodging each with a distinct magistracy. 
The 
Legislative it has given completely to the SeAate and 
1 louse of Representatives. 
It has declared that “ the 
Executive powers shall be vested in the President,” 
submitting only special articles of it to a negative by the 
enate ; and it has vested the Judiciary power in the 
courts of justice, with certain exceptions also in favor of 
the ¡senate. 
The transaction o f business w ith foreign nations, is 
Executive altogether. 
It belongs, then, to the head of 
that departm ent, except as to such portions o f it as are 
specially subm itted to the S enate. 
Exceptions are to 
be construed strictly. 
T h e Constitution itself, indeed, 
hag taken care to circumscribe this one within very 
strict limits ; for, it gives the nomination o f the foreign 
agents to the President, the appointm ent to him and the 
Senate jointly, and the comm issioning to the President. 
ints analysis calls our attention to the strict import of 
each term. 
To nominate must be to propose. 
Ap­ 
pointment seems that act of the will which constitutes or 
makes the agent, and the commission is the public evi­ 
dence of it. 
But there are still other acts previous to 
these acts specially enumerated in the Constitution : to 
w it, 1. 
The destination of a miss on to the particular 
country where the public service culls for it ; and 2.
